I wrote to the firm of Sexton, 
itzgerald & Kaplan, the struc- 
tural engineers retained by the 


Board of Education to advise on | 


the relative feasabilities of bring- 
ing Marin School and(or Cornell 
School into conformity with Field 
Act standards or razing either or 
both and constructing replace- 
ments. They denied me informa- 
tion which cannot be construed 
as limited to a confidential rela- 
tionship between client and engl- 
neer, No such relationship is al- 
lowed under the Brown Act (the 
secret meeting law). The last 
paragraph of Section 54950 of the 
Government Code states: 

“The people of this State do 
not yield their sovereignty to the 
agencies which serve them, The 
people, in delegating authority, 
do not give their public servants 
the right to decide what is good 
for the people to know and what 
is not good for them to know, 
The people insist on remaining 
informed so that they may retain 
control over the instruments they 
have created.” 

Further, a private corporation 
by Section 54592 and 54592.3 re- 
tained by formal action by a leg- 
islative body, i.e., a school board, 
becomes, for the purpose con- 
traeted, an advisory body, itself 
a legislative body by Brown Act 
definition and subject to the 
same regulations as the primary 
legislative body itself. Thus, it 
may not deny the public any in 
formation the Board of Education 
can’t deny its public. 

As a constituent of the Albany 
Unified School District, I in- 
quired as to the following: 1. If 
not now so when will this report 
be ready? 2, When was the con- 
tract signed? 3. How much was 
the contract for? 4. What time 
limit was placed on the contract 
and was an emergency status as- 


signed. I would now add: that if 
an emergency status was as- 
signed, is Sexton, Fitzgerald & 


Kaplan acting accordingly (using 
all necessary resources at their 
disposal eight hours a day)? If 
not, why did they accept the re- 
sponsibility in the first place? 
Also since I want to know how 
public funds are being spent (and 
to make my own evaluation of 
how Sexton, Fitzgerald & Kaplan 
are fulfilling the terms of their 
contract and the Board is meet- 
ing its responsibility). I want to 
know what the manpower de- 
mands of the study are: occupa- 
tional levels, assigned costs/hour, 
number of hours spent on what 
day at each level, and all addi- 
tional costs, ie., testing labora- 
tory charges, outside consult 
ants, Also, is this a fixed-fee 
contract, a cost plus with a limit 
of $5,000.00, or what? 

Therefore, I protest that this 
information should be public and 
available from the advisory body, 
Sexton, Fitzgerald and Kaplan, as 
well as the Board itself. 

Second: I do not believe it is 
the intent of the Brown Act to 
include the selection of a replace- 
ment of a publicly elected official 
who has resigned as a personnel 
matter to be handled in executive 
session.
